Summertime Winner

Paul Douglas and 
other earlier sportscasters. 
It may have evoked some

kward gap, but it would have 
been more fun to find out what 
Marshal Dillon was up to. 


CBS’ first experiment with 
game shows in years will end

The military is usually accused of

In a switch. Hackworth says thatG Is in 
Vietnam would have been better off 
using some of the weapons of the Korean 
war. 
He ticks off a whole list of things on 
which billions were wasted, from the M-

about as effective in the jungles of 
Southeast Asia” — to the M-551 Sheridan 
tank — "disastrous for the men who had 
to use it.” 


HE C H A RG E S that Army leaders are 
almost completely preoccupied with the 
development

automate warfare and replace the man 
who carries the rifle. 
He writes that he saw colonels and 
generals pour into Vietnam merely to 
get the needed ‘“credentials” for that 
next 
promotion, 
spending 
only

months in the field and another six 
behind a desk in Saigon. 
“ They never learned what the conflict 
was about, or how to fight it.”

But can anyone seriously believe that 
a better rifle or a better tank or a better 
uniform 
or 
helmet

(The argument is reminiscent of that 
of another officer who a few years ago 
charged that the Army in Vietnam was 
overmechanized and suggested bringing 
back the mule to defeat the guerrillas.) 
America's “ goof” was not sending 
men into battle with the wrong weapons.

over.

Soviets 
have 
enough pollutants to kill

once.

cannot hope to achieve our 
pollution rate in the next 10 
years.” 
A reporter said. “ There 
is a rumor that in the past 
12 months the Soviets have 
had a crash program in

QUESTION: What is low cost housinq’ 


ANSW ER: Personally, I don't think there is anything such 
as low cost housing, in a climate of rising costs of both 
labor and materials. 


Take a look at the people who talk about and build so- 
called low-cost housing: Are these people experienced, 
have they been in the actual building business for several 
years or just a related business, are they men who really 
know their job or are they just trying to put together a 
home at the very cheapest way possible using iust any one 
regardless of experience, as long as his price is cheap? 


Low cost housing is only one way of saying, I'll build you a 
cheap house now (but look out - maintenance may break 
you later). The homebuilding business is fast losing its 
prestige, its sense values, and its pride in exchange for the 
dollar; they are making people think they are getting good 
work when they are many times in reality getting the very 
minimum (and sometimes trashy) workmanship and 
quality materials; and many persons fall for this. Since 
money talks, one likes to think he's getting a good deal 
because of price! Buyer beware! Look around - don't be 
swayed because a promoter that calls himself a builder 
knows how to add a touch of wallpaper and place a mirror 
in the right place. These things are incidentals and do not 
contribute to the quality home construction. Many times 
these things are used merely as a coverup. 


Your home will probably be the largest investment you 
will ever make, so be careful; when something looks too 
good, better to be sure of your investment than to be sorry. 
High price does not necessarily mean a better job, so 
please use discretion: This important decision will most 
likely affect your financial security for the rest of your 
life.
